ORDER

G.S.R. 1402. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1965), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order further to amend the Andhra Pradesh Coarse Rice (Maximum 
Prices) Order, 1964, namely; — 

1. This Order may be called the Andhra Pradesh Coarse Rice (Maximum Prices) 
Second Amendment Order, 1964. 

2. In the Andhra Pradesh Coarse Rice (Maximum Prices) Order, 1964, for 
clause 5, the following clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

“5. Special provision for psation of maximum prices with respect to certain 
districts . — Notwithstanding anything contained In this Order, the State 
Government may fix the maximum wholesale and retail prices for any 
variety of coarse rice by adding transporting and trading costs to the 
wholesale prices fixed under clause 4; 

Provided that the transporting and trading costs so added shall not exceed — 

(1) Es. 6.60 per quintal in respect of the districts of Cuddapah, Chlttoor, 
Anantapur and Kurnool and the twin cities of Hyderabad and 
Secunderabad; and 

(U) Rs. 3.00 per quintal in respect of the VIsakhapatnam district,”. 
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
